The Grand Junction Railway. 


A misprint occurred in the paragraph 
reapecting the Grand Junction Railway in 
our paper of Saturday inst, which ren- 
dered it comparatively unintelligible. It 
will be remembered that in the Order of 
Council of March, 1872,the Grand Junction 
Railway was giveo running powers over 
the Midland Road, from Omemee or Lind« 
say to Munday’s Bay, tho western torminus 
of the Road, In consideration of this con= 
cession, the Government promised to give 
the Midland Railway $2,650 a milo fromOr 
illia to Munday’s Bay, This arrangement was 
come to after sevral conferences between the 
principal officers of both Roads and mem-~ 
bers of the Government, and was consider- 
ed yery satisfagtory by all parties. A sub- 
sequentorder in Council made a material al« 
teration in the arrangement, which was in 
fact to allow tho Midland Road to accept 
$2000 a mile from Orillia fo Munday's Bay 
n case they refused the Grand Junction, 
running powers over their Road, the effect 
of which would have been injurions to the 
Grand Junction, for the mere consideration 


ot $650 a mile would have been 
no equivalent for the advantages which 
running powers oyer the Midland 


would bo to the Grand Junction, So soon 
as the existence of this subsequent order 
became known to the Directors of the 
Grand Junction, the President and some of 
the Directors in company with our County 
membera, had an interview with the Goy- 
ernment, and after the whole matter had 
been tully represented to the Government, 
they saw nat once thutit would be an act of 
dishonor to ratify the subsequent order in 
Council, and the objectionable clause was 
therefore struck out, and the matter re~ 
mained as before, 

Tt may not be amiss to state in condection 
with this matter that tho first order in 
Council granting $2000 a mile to the Mid- 
land from Beayerton to Orillia was accept 
ed by the Midland in consideration that 
running powers were given to the Grand 
Junction over that portion oftheline.

Wreck of a Steamer. 
THE ATLANTLO *SUERUOK, 
SEVEN HUNDRED PERSONS DROWNED, 


Havurax, April 1 


This afternoon a report became current 
that asteamer had beon wrecked on the 
Count and several lives lost. It was at tiret 
regarded as an April fool's canard, but this 
ovening nows wns received that it was too 
truo, aud that only a litte of the trath bad 
been toll; the fact being that the White 
Star Line steamor * Atlantic,’ Captain Wil 
liana, from Liverpool for New York,coming 
into Halifax for coal, struck on Mougher’s 


bo 


Rock, near Prospect, miles west of Hali- 
fax, becoming o total wreck. Out of about 
1,000 soula on board, upwards of 700 were 
drowned. 

The third officer, Mr, Bradley, arrived 
in town thisevening, He says the Atlantic 
lett Liverpool on the 20th March with ups» 
wards of 800 steerage passengers and about 
fifty cabin passengors; they experienced 
boisterous weather, but all went well until 
noon, on Monday, 81st ult., when the sup, 
ply ot coal being nearly exhausted, the 
cuptain determined to’ put into Halifax, 
‘The Oaptain and third officer were on deck 
till midnight, The position was then 
judged to be Sambro Light bearing N.N.W. 
89 miles, ‘Uhe captain thon went to bis 
chartsroom, leaving orders to be culled it 
there was any change in the yessel’s posix 
tion, Bradley went to bed at the sametime. 
The next thing the latter remembers 19 be- 
ing thrown our of bis bunk. He felt the 
ship trike several times, and rusbing on 
@eck found the captain nd other officers 
there, avd the deck crowded with the pas 
senor. 

He got an axe and commenced to clear 
away & boat, the en and other officers 
doing the same, radiey got his boat out 
aod put two women into it; a number of 
men also attempted to get into it, and 
about & dozen sucbeeded, At that moment 
the steamer fell over on her beam ends and 
sunk, Only one boat had been got out, 
and that Was carried down by the steamer 
aod ollin it, Bradley scrambled into the 
mizzen rigging, which was above water. 
Sceing be could do nothing there, he went 
forward aud uoroye the halyards, being 
uasisted by Speakmen and Owen, quarter- 
masters. Bradley took the halyards and 
4ll three swam to the rock ; a line was then 
hauled ashore and a nuthber of the passen- 
gers landed by it. 

A great many had got onthe rock, butas 
the tide waa rising their position was no 
better than on the vessel. Just then the 
fishermen on shore came rout in boats end 
rescued those on the rock and also a large 
number from therigging. Bradley remained 
at the scene till noon to-day, when all who 
were alive on board had beén saved, except 
the chief officer, Mr, Frith, who was in the 
Migging shouting for help.s Bradley said he 
tried to get a crew to go out to rescue Frith, 
but the sea was running so. heavily that 
nobody would venture, 

Altogether about 250 were saved, molud-~ 
ing Captain Williams, the fourth officer,Mr. 
Brown, the doctor, and several engineers 
and sailors. Not a single woman or child 
was saved; most of them, as well as hun- 
dreds of the men, were drowned in their 
berths, . The ehip struck at two o'clock this 
mofning. At that hour;the weather was 
dark but not thick, and the sea rough. 

Steamers are going down voenight to 
render what assistance they can, All of 
those sayed, except Bradley, are atill at 
Prospect, where the fishermen are giving 
them all the assistance in their power. 

Lonpon, ‘April 2,—The announcement of 
the wreck of the steamship Atlantic, and the 
appalling loss of life caused thereat created a 
Bren sensation in this city and at Liver- 
pool,

Tho Commissioner of Inland Revenue, Mr, 
Brunel, has prepared and igaued a most in- 
teresting statement, showing the compara- 
tive consumption of articles subject to excise 
duties in 1861 and 1871. In the former 
year the Provinces of Upper and Lower 
Canada, with a population of 2,507,657, 
consumed 1,660 gallonw of spirits, 4.072 gals 
lona of malt liquor, 1.804 lbs, of tobacco of 
all grades, and .099 gallons of wine per 
head. In 1871, the four Provinces then 
comprised in the Dominion, having a popu» 
Jation of 3,484,924, congumed 1,592 gallons 
spirits, 2.605 gallons malt liquor, 1,985 Iba, 
tobacco, and .205 gallons wine por head, 
showing a light decrease in the consump- 
tion of spirits, an increase of 27 per cent in 
the use of malt liquor, an increase of 10 per 
cont in the use of tobacco, and 107 per cent 
locrease in the consumption of wine per 
hend.

Qd. A President, Secretary~Troasurer and 
a Board of Management, composed of not 
less than flve members, including the offi- 
cera above mentioned, shall be elected or 
agreed upon; a Conatitution and By-Lawa 
adopted, and an agreement signed to obey 
the requirements of tho Ontario Immigra- 
tion Aid Societies Act, and to pay in the 
atock subscribed, as required by the Act. 

8d, After the dealaration is spprayed and 
certified, the Soviety becomes a Corporation, 
with power to lend and borrow money,prox 
vided the amount of its liability does not 
exceed its total subscribed capital, 

4\h. The Society may receive applications 
for the employment of immigrants and act 
Bren them, such applications to be forward- 
ed to the District Agents, with report of 
Society's action thereon. 

‘These are the chief provisions of the Act, 

The object of these | Societiog ia thus 
shown to be simply to procure the class of 
labor required in the localities for which 
they act. This1s done by sending to the 


Emigration Agentsin the country whence }- 


the supply of labor ia to be drawn, a request 
to forward so many persons ag may be re- 
quired, accompanied by funds to assist the 
passage of these people to their destination, 
The emigrant, on condition of being assiat- 
ed in this manner, signs an agreement to 
work for aterm not exceeding six months, 
ota certain rate of wages per montb, in- 
cluding board, and to repay to the Society; 
out of such wages, the amount advanced to 
assist him in coming to this country, This 
plan has been found to work admirably in 
practice, the Society being secure of its 
money and the immigrant at once being 
put into employment on fair terms, As 
experience in this, as in other matters, is 
valuable, we append a short extract from 
the report of the Ottawa Valley Immigra- 
tion Society : 

“In compliance with 4 resolution ofa gen- 
eral meeting of the Society held in January 
last, your Committee waited upon the Hon- 
onrable Minister of Agriculture and Immi- 
gration for the Dominion, and sought his 
permission to procure laborers through the 
agencies in England, Ireland and Scotland, 
and they have much pleasure in saying that 
thd Minister cordially granted their request. 
The Dominion agents gave their services in 
the promotion of the objects of the Soclety, 
and the necessity for employing | special 
agents, at firat contemplated, was! thus obs» 
viated, 

“Having obtained permission to. employ 
the Dominion agents for the purpose stated, 
the Secretary of your Committee remittyd to 
them and to other parties, from time to time, 
as total sum of $4,683.75, for the whole of 
which he holds vouchers, and has prepared a 
detailed statement in accordance therewith, 
The total number of emigrants asslated to 
this part of the country, through the means 
gent by as Committee's Secretary, numbers 
nearly three hundred adults, and it is satis- 
factory to know that the whole of these por- 
sons are now in the country. 

“Your Committee have great pleasure in 
stating that, all things considered, the opera~ 
tions ofthe Society have been attended with 
marked success. But they have to report 
that certain losses haye been sustained] 
amounting to about 7 per cent. of the whole 
receipts, owing to the non-falfilment of their 
engagements by, a number of the immigrants. 
The failures are attributable mainly to the 
two following causes :—Firat, owing to a 
‘want of uniformity in the rate of wages offer- 
ed by members of the Soclety—for instance, 
some members offered at the rate of $12 per 
month for a particular class of labor, while 
othera offered at the rate of $14 per month 
for the same class of labor. hen this was 
discovered by some of those who had beon 
engaged at the lower rates they refused to 
fulfli their engagements, Second, owing to 
the fact that, after the arrangements of the 
Soclety had been made to engage Immigrants 
for the term of twelve mionths, and after in- 
structions to that effect had been sent to the 
agents in’ England, an Act of the Dominion 
Legislature was passed, limitiag the term 
of labor engagements with immigrants to six 
months. | ‘The operation of the clause was 
not discovered until it was too late to change 
the arrangements of the Soclety, and the 
consequence was that engagements were 
made for your Committee, which could not 
be enforced by law, and several immigrants 
took advantage of the flaw to got out of their 
engagements,” 

Tho entire working expenses of this So- 
giety for the year, only amounted to the 
trifling sum of $87.25, which was mostly 
incurred for the printing of blank form 

Asit is now proposed to form a gimilarbo- 
Glety hore, this experience of the Ottawa Sox 
ciety is valuable, in that it will suggest to 
the members of such Socicties the desirabil- 
ity of offering uniform rates of wages for 
the respective classes of work. There can 
be no doubt, whatever, that thes Dor 
minien or Ontario Governments would 
willingly give permission to their agents in 
England, Ireland and Scotland, to forward 
the objects of the Soolety. 

It is to bo regretted that there was nota 
sufficient attendance on Saturday afternoon, 
at the moeting called for that purpono, to 
form a Society. Immediate notion is neces 
sary od the part of those who wish to pro- 
cure labor, 18 we seo it stated that already 
the Domittion Miniater of Agrioulture has 
received applications for 146,000 immigrant 
laborera aud artizans of all kinds. It there- 
fore behooves those interested in this looality 
to put their shoulders to the whoel and 
assivt thomaelves. The present is a highly 
favorable time for farmers to secure the vory 
class of men they want, 98 thore haa been a 

‘atriko” amonget the agricultural laborers 
of England and the border districts of Scot- 
land, and {n consequence many of these 
mén—not excelled as farm sefvanta in the 
world—aro at prosent out of employment, 
and would gladly avail thomselyou of a 
chance to botter thelr condition by coming 
to this Jand of promise,
